Hooksett,  on  Tuesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  March,  next,  at 
ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priations of  the  same. 

3.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Town  Budget 
committee. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  budget  in 
whole  or  in  part. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  give  a  discount  of  two 
per  cent  (2%)  on  all  taxes,  except  poll  taxes,  paid  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  all  trust  funds 
not  before  accepted. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  or  take  any  action  rel- 
ative thereto. 

9.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  selectmen,  town  treasurer, 
agents,  auditors  and  committees,  or  other  officers  heretofore 
chosen  or  appointed,  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 


10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300)  to  finish  painting 
the  State  Aid  bridge,  the  state  to  furnish  a  like  sum,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

11.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  relative  to 
renewing  the  lease  of  the  lot  of  land  on  which  Fire  Station 
No.  2  is  now  located,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
(Said  lease  expires  May  14,  1935). 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300)  to  purchase  addi- 
tional snow  fence,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  and  forty-one  dollars 
($2,541)  as  its  proportionate  share  of  state  aid  construc- 
tion, or,  five  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and  sixty  four 
cents  ($520.64)  the  State  to  furnish  two  thousand  eighty- 
two  dollars  and  fifty-five  cents  ($2,082.55)  making  a  total 
of  two  thousand  six  hundred  and  three  dollars  and  nine- 
teen cents  ($2,603.19),  the  same  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  State  Highway  Department  for  town  road 
maintenance,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Road 
Agent  to  prepare  and  oil  the  following  roads  and  streets : 
Hale  Avenue ;  Smith  Road,  from  Manchester  line  to  resi- 
dence of  Robert  Roberge;  Superintendent's  Hill,  Hooksett 
Village ;  and  Poor  Road  from  Manchester  line  to  land  of 
Napoleon  Belisle,  Sr.,  or  any  part  thereof  that  can  be  pre- 
pared and  oiled  out  of  the  proposed  appropriation  of 
($6,500)  sixty- five  hundred  dollars  for  Town  road  mainte- 
nance, or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.  (Petition  of  Guy 
C.  Kimball  and  nineteen  (19)  others). 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  road  lead- 
ing from  Londonderry  Turnpike  to  the  home  of  Julia 
Osliza.      (Petition  of  John  R.  Oslizly  and  nine  (9)  others). 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  the  garbage  in 
the  Lincoln  Park  section  collected  twice  a  week  and  to  raise 


and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five 
dollars  ($175)  to  defray  the  cost  of  same.  (Petition  of 
George  A.  Cook  and  fifteen  (15)  others). 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  defray  the  cost  of  repairing 
and  oiling  Bartlett  Street  in  South  Hooksett  so  that  it  may 
be  safe  for  travel.  (Petition  of  William  Henry  Gilmore 
and  twenty- five   (25)  others). 

18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  road  start- 
ing from  Andrew  Merrill  and  Benedict  Avenue  to  the  home 
of  William  Atkins,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 
(Petition  of  William  S.  Smith  and  ten  (10)  others). 

19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  prepare  and  tar 
Hackett  Hill  road  from  the  residence  of  Peter  Pratt  to  the 
Manchester-Hooksett  town  line,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  to  pay  for  cost  of  the  same,  or  take  any  action  in  re- 
lation thereto.  (Petition  by  Napoleon  Belisle,  Jr.,  and 
twenty-three  (23)  others). 

20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  gravel  and  oil  the 
Johnson's  Landing  road,  so-called,  between  the  Daniel 
Webster  highway  and  Mammoth  road,  a  distance  of  about 
six  hundred  feet,  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same 
or  take  any  action  relating  thereto.  (Petition  by  John  Neill 
and  twenty-four  (24)  others). 

21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  select- 
men to  lay  out  and  improve  a  highway  from  the  Daniel 
Webster  highway  easterly  by  Harvard  Street,  so-called, 
southerly  by  Cross  Street,  so-called,  and  then  easterly  by 
Yale  Street,  so-called,  according  to  the  plan  of  Brookside, 
to  land  and  residence  of  A.  L.  Greer,  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  same  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto.  (Peti- 
tion by  William  S.  Smith  and  twelve  (12)  others). 

22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  an  electric 
street  light  on  Rosedale  Street  on  the  second  pole  back  of 
Riverside  Inn  Garage.  (Petition  of  C.  R.  Smith  and  twenty 
(20)  others).' 


23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  restore  the  street 
light  in  front  of  the  home  of  Bruno  Piche  on  Highland 
Street.  (Petition  of  Bruno  Piche  and  twenty-two  (22) 
others). 

24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  reinstall  all  electric 
street  lights  that  are  not  now  in  operation  and  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  necessary  for  maintenance  of 
same.  (Petition  of  William  W.  Nagel  and  eighty-four 
(84)  others). 

25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  ($425)  to 
purchase  a  portable  pump  to  be  used  in  connection  with 
200  gallon  water  tank  on  Chevrolet  truck  at  Fire  depart- 
ment No.  2.  (Petition  of  Melvin  W.  Worthen  and  sixteen 
(16)   others). 

26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  to  purchase  fire 
hose  to  be  divided  among  Fire  Departments  Nos.  1  and  2. 
(Petition  of  Melvin  W.  Worthen  and  sixteen  (16)  others). 

27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  convert  the  present 
wood  shed  at  the  police  station  into  a  tramp  room,  and  to 
build  a  new  wood  shed  at  the  north  side  of  the  present  shed, 
in  order  that  the  police  station  may  be  kept  in  a  clean  and 
sanitary  condition  for  necessary  purposes,  and  that  the  sum 
of  about  three  hundred  and  seventy-six  dollars  and  sixty 
cents  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  defray  the  cost  of  same. 
(Petition  of  George  A.  Cook  and  eleven  (11)  others). 

28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate

30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  to  be  contributed 
to  the  George  E.  Merrill  Post  No.  37  for  Memorial  and 
Armistice  Day  ceremonies.  (Petition  by  Alfred  Campbell, 
Adjutant,  and  nineteen   (19)   others). 

31.  To.  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  prepare  and  tar 
Smith  road  from  the  Manchester-Hooksett  town  line  to  the 
residence  of  Solomon  Roberge,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  defray  the  cost  of  same. (Peti- 
tion by  Eugene  Rousseau  and  thirty  (30)  others). 

32.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  defray  the  cost  and  to  con- 
struct a  sewer  main  from  the  residence  of  John  S.  Kimball 
on  Highland  Street  down  Superintendent's  Hill  to  Merri- 
mack River.  (Petition  by  John  S.  Kimball  and  thirteen 
(13)   others). 

33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions 
of  the  Municipal  Budget  Act. 

34.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Hooksett : 

Herewith  is  presented  my  first  annual  report.  It  deals 
chiefly  with  organization  and  instruction,  improved  facili- 
ties, special  activities,  relative  costs  of  school  maintenance, 
and  suggested  objectives. 

Organization  and  Instruction 

In  September,  1933,  crowded  conditions  in  the  Village 
School  made  necessary  an  additional  teacher.  Miss  Lois 
M.  Cate,  a  1932  graduate  of  Plymouth  Normal  School,  was 
elected,  and  the  River  Road  School  opened  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  twenty-two  pupils  who  had  formerly  been  trans- 
ported to  the  [Village  and  Hackett  Hill  schools. 

The  only  change  of  teachers  in  the  other  schools  occurred 
this  year.  After  eight  years  of  efficient  service  in  the 
Hooksett  Schools,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Stone  Allen  requested  a 
release  from  her  position  as  primary  teacher  in  the  Martin's 
School.  Miss  Viola  A.  Haley,  a  1931  graduate  of  Ply- 
mouth Normal  School,  was  elected  to  the  position. 

Last  year  two  new  courses  of  instruction  were  added  in 
the  eighth  grade.  These  included  general  science  and  liter- 
ature. The  former  course  aims  primarily  to  acquaint  the 
pupils  with  the  fundamental  laws  of  nature,  to  inspire  an 
intelligent  interest  in  the  world  of  natural  phenomena,  and 
to  reveal  the  means  of  successfully  adjusting  ourselves  to 
physical  environment.  Textbooks  entitled  "Open  )Doors  to 
Science,"  have  been  provided  for  the  pupils,  and  laboratory 
manuals  and  outlines  for  the  teachers.  These  manuals  en- 
courage the  use  of  home-made  apparatus.  Several  of  the 
pupils  have  shown  particular  skill  in  assembling  and  ma- 
nipulating such  equipment.     The  latter  course  in  literature 
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emphasizes  an  acquaintance  with,  and  an  appreciation  of, 
the  authors  and  characters  through  both  prose  and  poetry, 
using  particularly  the  more  recent  and  shorter  poems  of  liv- 
ing authors.  It  also  encourages  in  the  upper  grades  the 
continuance  of  oral  reading  for  correct  and  vivid  interpre- 
tation. The  eighth  grade  is  supplied  with  "Prose  and  Poe- 
try," a  textbook  that  combines  this  material  in  one  volume. 
Similar  material  should  eventually  be  provided  for  Grades 
V,  VI,  and  VII. 

This  year  the  Social  Science  series,  by  Dr.  Rugg  of  Col- 
umbia University,  is  being  used  in  the  grammar  grades  of 
the  Village  School.  This  series  combines  in  two  books  the 
courses  formerly  represented  by  three  books, — geography, 
history  and  civics.  These  books  represent  the  latest  and 
most  scientific  presentation  of  the  social  science  subjects. 
As  fast  as  worn-out  books  require  replacement,  this  series 
will  be  provided  for  Grades  VII  and  VIII  in  the  other 
schools  of  Hooksett. 

The  new  Atwood-Thomas  geographies,  "Nations  Beyond 
the  Seas,"  have  recently  been  placed  in  the  sixth  grade  of 
the  Martin's  School  and  will  gradually  be  extended  as  re- 
placements are  needed  elsewhere  in  the  same  grade. 

Since  the  opening  of  schools  this  fall,  the  Elson  system 
of  reading  has  been  introduced  into  Grades  I  and  II  of  all 
your  schools.  This  system  comprises  new  material  intro- 
ducing to  the  child  a  scientifically  developed  and  applied 
vocabulary,  correlating  with  his  interests  and  speech  activ- 
ities. Ample  provision  is  also  made  through  individual 
workbooks,  accompanying  these  readers,  for  daily  exercises 
in  silent  reading  and  tests  of  the  child's  ability  to  acquire 
readily  the  meaning  of  printed  instructions  and  other  matter 
related  to  his  oral  reading.  This  system  of  reading  should 
be  extended  through  the  third  grade. 

Improved  Facilities 

Major  improvements  have  been  made  in  water  system 
and  the  grading  of  school  grounds. 
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During  the  past  summer  a  well  was  driven  on  the  school 
grounds  at  Hackett  Hill,  and  equipped  with  pump.  This 
furnishes  an  ample  supply  of  excellent  water,  taken  from 
a  sufficient  depth  to  avoid  surface  contamination. 

At  Lincoln  Park  the  playground  has  been  much  improved 
in  convenience  and  safety  by  reducing  the  elevation  at  the 
rear  and  side  of  the  buildings,  by  the  removal  of  protruding 
rocks,  and  by  grading  the  approaches  to  all  entrances.  New 
cement  steps  at  these  entrances  are  also  appreciated. 

The  grounds  in  front  of  the  Martin's  school  building 
have  been  similarly  improved  by  the  removal  of  protruding 
rocks.  Considerable  work  is  needed  on  these  grounds  both 
at  the  front  and  rear  of  this  building.  With  improved  and 
well  kept  grounds,  this  would  become  the  most  attractive 
school  plant  in  the  town. 

At  the  River  Road  School,  located  on  the  recently  con- 
structed West  Side  route;,  the  Highway  Department  has 
graded  with  gravel  an  excellent  approach  along  the  entire 
front  of  the  school  grounds. 

All  schools  have  been  supplied  by  your  school  nurse  with 
first  aid  cabinets.     These  are  refilled  annually. 

Paper  towels  have  been  provided  and  towel  cabinets  in- 
stalled in  all  schools. 

Through  the  initiative  of  teachers  and  pupils,  the  Hackett 
Hill  and  River  Road  schools  have  been  equipped  with  kin- 
dergarten table  and  chairs.  In  these  two  schoolrooms, 
where  cross-lighting  and  sun  glare  are  productive  of  eye- 
strain, special  shades  have  been  installed  on  certain 
windows. 

Special  Activities 

Among  the  special  activities  none  is  of  greater  value  than 
the  services  of  your  School  Nurse.  I  commend  to  your  at- 
tention her  statistical  report  for  the  year  ending  last  June, 
So  far  this  year  the  number  of  her  visits  in  the  homes  is 
nearly  thirty  per  cent  greater  than  the  number  made  in 
schools.     The  necessary  co-operation  of  the  homes  in  se- 
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curing  corrective  treatments  is  largely  affected  by  this  fea- 
ture of  her  work. 

We  are  assured  that  the  daily  milk  ration,  which  required 
last  year  229  half-pint  bottles  daily,  will  be  continued  until 
next  June.  This  milk  is  produced  locally  and  paid  for 
from  federal  emergency  funds.  It  is  provided  for  use  only 
by  children  who  are  physically  in  need  of  it  and  unable  to 
pay  for  it.  This  has  become  recognized  as  an  essential  public 
health  service  and  is  more  a  form  of  charity  than  the  cus- 
tomary allotment  of  school  paper  and  pencils. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  American  Legion,  adult 
classes  in  English,  with  an  enrollment  of  over  twenty  mem- 
bers, were  conducted  for  nine  weeks  at  the  Village  School. 
Miss  Ethel  T.  Tewksbury  of  Derry,  an  experienced  night- 
school  teacher,  was  the  instructor.  The  progress  made  by 
several  of  these  pupils,  particularly  in  English  composition, 
was  excellent.  The  salary  of  the  instructor  was  paid  en- 
tirely from  federal  funds. 

In  celebration  of  Armistice  Day,  the  Lekion  again  co- 
operated by  placing  at  the  disposal  of  the  schools  the  Grange 
and  I.  O.  O.  F.  Halls  where  fitting  exercises  were  presented 
by  the  school  children  and  appreciated  by  large  audiences. 

I  wish  to  express  to  the  Legion  members  our  sincere  ap- 
preciation for  the  interest  that  they  have  taken  in  educa- 
tional and  patriotic  activities. 

Last  June  a  class  of  twenty-nine  members  was  graduated 
from  the  eighth  grade.  Of  this  number  twenty  were  en- 
rolled in  September  in  public  high  schools  and  academies. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  all  teachers  of  upper  grades, 
a  complete  battery  of  Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  has 
been  given  in  grades  VII  and  VIII,  and  a  partial  battery  in 
grades  iV  and  VI.  A  profile  chart  has  been  made  for  each 
pupil.  These  charts  show  the  individual's  achievement  in 
reading,  vocabulary,  arithmetic  fundamentals,  arithmetic 
reasoning,  English,  and  spelling.  In  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  literature,  history,  and  geography  are  added.  Since 
these  tests  were  given  at  frequent  intervals  over  a  period 
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of  several  weeks,  they  are  a  valuable  index,  to  the  pupil's 
strength  or  weakness  in  certain  studies.  By  appointment 
the  Superintendent  will  be  glad  to  discuss  with  interested 
parents  the  results  of  these  tests. 

Relative  Costs  of  School  Maintenance 

State  statistics  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1934, 
show  that  among  the  242  school  districts  in  the  State,  taken 
in  the  order  of  total  current  costs  per  $1,000  of  equalized 
valuation,  beginning  with  the  lowest,  Hooksett  stands 
ninety-first:  the  local  elementary  cost  being  $5.55;  State 
aid,  $0.21;  high  school,  $1.79;  other  current  costs,  $0.74; 
making  the  total  current  cost  $8.29  per  $1,000  of  equalized 
valuation. 

The  average  cost  per  pupil  in  the  elementary  schools  of 
Hooksett  was  $54.28  compared  with  the  State  median  cost 
per  pupil  of  $72.46. 

Suggested  Objectives 

Teachers,  even  in  our  elementary  schools,  are  increasingly 
confronted  with  the  responsibility  of  pupil  guidance.  They 
are  aware  that  more  important  to  their  pupils  than  trained 
minds  stored  only  with  interesting  and  useful  facts  is  the 
individual  encounter  with  actual  experiences ;  the  doing  of 
real  things  in  the  real  way;  the  habit  of  making  compari- 
sons and  forming  judgments;  the  necessity  of  assuming 
responsibility  and  "carrying  on ;"  the  ability  to  mentally 
picture  a  finished  project  and  the  skill  to  execute  it. 

To  give  your  upper  grades  a  broader  field  of  practical 
activities  in  school  and  to  assist  in  the  problems  of  guid- 
ance, the  introduction  of  manual  training  for  the  boys  and 
domestic  science  for  the  girls  should  be  made  a  definite 
objective.  At  the  present  time  the  only  school  room  avail- 
able is  at  Martin's  Corner.  This  center  could  be  made  to 
serve  your  three  largest  schools  at  an  outlay  of  approxi- 
mately twelve  hundred  dollars  a  year. 
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With  two  exceptions,  your  six  schools  now  have  their 
own  water  supply.  I  would  recommend  that  early  atten- 
tion be  given  the  Village  School,  where  over  sixty  children 
are  dependent  upon  private  sources  for  all  water  used. 

Your  three  larger  school  buildings  are  lighted  by  electric- 
ity. Consideration  should  be  given  to  the  similar  lighting 
of  the  other  school  buildings,  particularly  in  cases  where 
these  are  used  for  both  school  and  community  purposes. 

All  of  these  objectives  cannot  be  realized  immediately. 
I  believe  they  should  be  incorporated  into  a  definite  plan 
of  procedure  covering,  if  need  be,  a  period  of  years. 

Conclusion 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  fine  co-operation 
extended  to  me  by  your  Board  and  by  the  former  Superin- 
tendent, Henry  S.  Roberts. 

In  the  final  analysis  the  success  of  your  schools  depends 
not  so  much  upon  buildings  and  equipment  as  upon  the 
wisdom,  tact  and  devotion  of  well  trained  and  experienced 
teachers.  I  have  found  these  essentials  characteristic  of 
your  staff  of  teachers.
